They’re saying it’s for real, but it 
strikes us the big Moscow-Peking quarrel 
has about as much genuine ferocity as 
a second-rate wrestling match on Satur­ 
day afternoon television. 
Pravda, official mouthpiece of the So­ 
viet Communist party, is making a lot of 
noise about the possibility of a formal 
split between the Communist parties of 
the Soviet Union and Red China. Cooler 
heads must be wondering whether the 
rift isn’t being ballooned out of propor­ 
tion. 
We don’t doubt Khrushchev is miffed 
at Mao Tse-tung for refusing to buy the 
party line laid down by the Kremlin. 
And we don’t doubt Mao is contemp­ 
tuous of Khrushchev for being wedded 
to a policy of ‘'peaceful coexistence." 
But is this, after all, anything but an 
ideological spat? 


WHAT WE ARE witnessing in the top­ 
sy-turvy world of communism may not 
be much different than what we are ob­ 
serving at home in the heat of a presi­ 
dential election year. 
We’re experiencing here die kind of 
party warfare we’ve come to expect 
every four years. And although this may 
be viewed abroad as a sign of extreme 
disunity, we know it is nothing of the kind. 
When the chips go down, we’re united. 
Our diplomats in Moscow have sound 
cause to be skeptical about the depth of 
the Communist rift. They know through 
experience with the off-again on - again 
convulsions of the Communist govern­ 
ment that Communists always flock to­ 
gether when the chips go down — Just like 
political ideologists everywhere else. 


THIS WAS demonstrated most recently 
during United Nations debate on South­ 
east Asia.

wasted no time in rushing to the defense 
of the Vietnamese Communist leadership, 
which is supported by Red China.

I would like to take issue with 
them. 
Be brave, you always teU me, so why 
should I stop at taking on only one of 
them when I can take on both at once. 
The point they tried to make in their 
articles was that great literature down 
through the ages — great novels, essays 
and poems — had done better in explain­ 
ing mankind and society than sociologists 
ever did or could. 
They quote relatively minor social stu­ 
dies or surveys and compare them with 
what some great word artist has said on 
the same subject, to make the sociologist 
look silly. 


THAT IS NOT fair, but It has been the 
fate of new sciences always to be ridi­ 
culed. But who laughs nowadays at Dar­ 
win. Newton, Pythagoras, Copernicus or 
Robert Fulton? 
Aha, you say, but they were not strictly 
social scientists. This is one of the main 
points I believe that Is overlooked. Those 
fellows had their strong opponents in their 
own day, ami the social sciences are rela­ 
tively in their Infancy. 
Freud, often considered the father of 
mftdem psychology, is still a subject of 
controversy. And anyone can tell you a 
dozen psychiatry jokes. But you don’t hear 
anyone advocating forgetting the whole 
business, like Krutch and Graves seem to 
be doing with sociology. 
Fifty million colleges and high schools 
can’t be wrong. 
Just wait until sociology is as old as 
literature is today, then pass judgment.

This will be no routine senti­ 
mental journey. It will mark 
the first open wooing by this 
administration of th e Soviet- 
dominated eastern Euro p e a n 
lands. Thus the trip to Warsaw 
could well become an issue in 
the presidential campaign. 


SOME POLISH circles, includ­ 
ing the exile groups, are already 
irritated by reports of the mis­ 
sion. They are certain to sound 
an alarm 
in 
the influential 
Polish communities in New York 
and Michigan. 
Exiled leaders have consis- 
tently fought for a commitment 
by the free nations to "roll 
back” Soviet control from East­ 
ern Europe. Now they fear the 
prestige of a Gronouski visit — 
with the 
postmaster general 
speaking for President Johnson 
— will make their campaigns 
futile. 
Mr. Johnson, however, and 
those of his advisers who con­ 
ceived the trip, believe it will 
help to weaken Soviet influence 
behind the Iron Curtain. These 
advisers are policy planner Wal­ 
ter Rostow and special 
aide 
Lewellyn Thompson, former am­ 
bassador to Moscow. Insiders 
note that Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk is not exactly ec­ 
static over the proposed travels 
of the postmaster. But he has 
been overruled.

At this moment the Poles have 
13 fast freighters running be­ 
tween their ports and Cuba. In 
addition, they have built several 
vessels for Havana. These craft 
regularly carry electrical equip­ 
ment, machinery, tools, motors, 
rolled steel products and textile, 
agricultural 
and 
industrial 
machinery. 
Poland is one of Castro's 
greatest sources of supplies. Any 
lessening of this inflow would 
weaken the Cubans considerably 
Though Poland is considered 
closer to Moscow than to Peking 
Warsaw is doing its best to es­ 
tablish business relations with 
the Communist Chinese main­ 
land. On Jan. 5 a Polish trade 


mission arrived in Peking. It 
was led by the vice-minister of 
foreign trade, Dmochowski. 


THE DELEGATION stayed 
until Feb. 9, which gave it suf­ 
ficient time to work out a busi­ 
ness exchange of considerable 
benefit to the Mao government. 
They were, of course, assisted 
by Poland’s ambassador to Pe­ 
king, Jerzy Knothe, a popular 
figure in the Chinese Communist 
capital. His budget must be 
ample, since his banquets are 
frequent. On April 3 the Polish 
ambassador threw one to mark 
the signing of the annual re­ 
newal of the scientific coopera­ 
tion 
agreement between 
the 
Polish and Chinese academies of 
sciences. The Poles and 
the 
Communist Chinese exchanged 
rounds of toasts to the "friend­ 
ship and scientific cooperation 
between the two peoples." 
In the Aesopian language of 
the Communistworld, the words 
"scientific cooperation" 
mean 
cooperation and exchange 
of 
knowlege in the nuclear power 
field. 
It will not be the assignment 
of Postmaster General Gronousk 
to attempt directly to weaken 
such global Communist ties. His 
will be a soft-sell mission. How­ 
ever, if Mr. Gomulka does not 
respond favorably in some fash­ 
ion obvious to the U. S. citizenry 
Mr. Johnson will be the loser. 
But he is willing to chance it.

WASHINGTON 
If Sen. Barry Coldwater wins 
the 
Republican 
presidential 
nomination, to a large extent 
it’s because he showed vitality. 
Almost without exception other 
Republican leaders sat back, 
keeping hands off. Now they’re 
stirred up. 
The 
exception 
was 
New 
York’s Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller. He and Coldwater want­ 
ed the nomination and fought 
for it. None of the others Ap­ 
peared to lift a finger except 
Sen. Margaret Chase Smith, 
who never had a chance. 
No wonder Rockefeller looked 
sardonically Sunday at some of 
those others — like Michigan 
Gov. George Romney and Penn­ 
sylvania Gov. William W. Scran­ 
ton—who now suddenly seem 
disturbed that Coldwater may 
win. 
They showed no concern be­ 
fore when Rockefeller and Cold­ 
water were battling and might 
ruin each other. Now they do 
when Coldwater may clinch the 
nomination before the Republi­ 
can convention meets in July. 
Even former Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon sounds more 
vigorous about being a candi­ 
date. 
And former President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, who said he 
would express no preference 
and has kept hands off all these 
months, now has appealed to 
Scranton to make himself avail­ 
able for the nomination. 
He can say his nudge to 
Scranton isn’t expressing pre­ 
ference, since he had previous­ 
ly said he wants convention del­ 
egates to have a "fair chance 
to work their will.” But nudg­ 
ing Scranton is being more ac­ 
tive than he was before. 
, Scranton himself said last 
April the nomination should go 
to someone who fought for it, 
"rather than someone who sits 
on the sidelines and gets it in 
an easy way.” 
He said he wasn't even stirred 
up enough about the issues to 
be a good candidate although he 
said he would accept a draft. 
Last week he said he’d be will­ 
ing, if drafted by the conven­ 
tion. to run for the vice presi­ 
dency with Coldwater. 
He even said he knew of no 
" b a s i c differences between 


him’’ and the Arizona senator. 
But Sunday, with Coldwater 
getting closer to a first-ballot 
nomination, Scranton suddenly 
said he would be available for 
the nomination. 
"I’m ready to terve," he 
said. This time he didn’t say 
he’d have to be drafted. But 
now, also suddenly, he and 
Romney say they want clarifi­ 
cation of Goldwater’s views al­ 
though he’s expressed them for 
months and written three books. 
"I have a feeling," Scranton 
said, “that the country as a 
whole is beginning to think he 
does not” measure up to the 
principles of the Republican 
party. This was an ironic state­ 
ment, coming from Scranton. 
The country as a whole would 
be puzzled to know where Scran­ 
ton measures up to those prin­ 
ciples since his views on any­ 
thing are widely unknown. It 
was right here that Rockefeller 
got in a dig at Scranton and 
Romney. 
He said he’d like to know 
where Scranton stands and, as 
for Romney, the New York gov­ 
ernor said the Michigan gover­ 
nor had spoken out too late. 
Romney says he, too, would ac­ 
cept a draft although he Intends 
to run for a second term as gov­ 
ernor. 
Romney said Sunday that 
Coldwater has "voiced public 
views that do not square with 
the principles for which the Re­ 
publican party stands." He said 
he would spare no effort to 
keep Coldwater from the nomi­ 
nation if his views do not meas­ 
ure up to the needs of the na­ 
tion and the party. 
There’s one appropriate ques­ 
tion at this point: where were 
Romney and Scranton all these 
months while Coldwater was 
campaigning if they don't know 
his views? 
Nixon seemed to think he was 
finished after he lost the presi­ 
dential race in 1960 and the con­ 
test for the governorship of Cal­ 
ifornia in 1962. He said after 
this second defeat it was "my 
last campaign for public office." 
In 1963 he said would not un­ 
der any circumstances accept a 
Republican presidential draft. 
But by 1964 he was saying, "I 
will play whatever role the par­ 
ty decides."

consumer’s true reaction to dif­ 
ferent packaging designs. 
The trouble is that people 
have a human tendency to say 
one thing while thinking anoth­ 
er — especially women. Throws 
a monkeywrench into the whole 
system of market research. So 
companies try various subter­ 
fuges to get the whole truth 
since millions of dollars will be 
riding on what they finally de­ 
cide to do. 
In the field of packaging this 
is particularly true and some­ 
thing that has been of prime 
concern to a firm like Con­ 
tinental Can Co., which cast 
about and finally, in co-opera­ 
tion with the Institute for De­ 
sign Analysis of San Francisco, 
has hit upon this technique: 


HIDDEN CAMERAS and con­ 
cealed sound-recording equip­ 
ment to determine how con­ 
sumers 
really 
react 
to 
a 
package. 
Stephen Barker, manager of 
market development for Contin­ 
ental, had been doodling with 
variations of the idea for some 
time and now is convinced this 
is the solution as against sec- 
mid-hand reports, graphs and 
tape recordings. 
Hugh Schwartz, director of 
the design institute, describes 
the technique rather geogra­ 
phically: “It was similar to 
blinds used in other kinds of 
hunting. 
Two cameras were 
hidden behind a shelf stacked 
with supermarket products. We 
focused one camera on a panel 
of consumers and another on 
the moderator, so that all in­ 
teraction could be shown." 
Facial expressions or other 
actions may show a person hav­ 
ing difficulty opening a pack­ 
age although she will not admit 
it, they found. “People tend 
to give answers that will win 
approval of those around them,” 
Mr. Schwartz said. "With sound 
film the researcher can study 
all of the behavioral cues that 
indicate the respondent’s true 
feelings." 
Continental Can uses both in­ 
dividual and group interview 
studies. 


INDIVIDUAL interviews show 
exactly how consumers handle 
a package — the way they lift 
H. fr«*p it, which morion* the* 


use in opening it and how they 
close it. Group interviews show 
how people in general 
talk 
about a new container. 
"The most important test of 
a new food-packaging develop­ 
ment takes place in the house­ 
wife's kitchen," Mr. Schwartz 
says. "But the research and de­ 
sign laboratories of most pack­ 
aging and product - manufac­ 
turing firms are physically re­ 
moved from the moment of 
truth.” 
Not all those interviewed are 
housewives. When Continental 
was testing its U-Tab opening 
for beer cans, they called in 
some longshoremen. They were 
supposed to open the cans and 
answer 
questions 
about 
the 
opening qualities of the can. 
One 
of 
them 
apparently 
thought he was there for a 
beer-testing session. He zipped 
open three cans, downed the 
contents, 
and 
before anyone 
could put a question to him 
launched into a detailed dis­ 
cussion of the differences in the 
three beers. They didn’t tell 
him the three cans contained 
the same brand. 


IN ANOTHER 
instance, 
a 
woman, dressed to the teeth, 
came in for an interview. She 
opened a can of beer, which 
promptly shot to the ceiling 
and back down all over her. 
Undaunted, she opened anoth­ 
er. The same thing happened. 
It seemed that someone had 
stored the beer in the freezer 
instead of the refrigerator. She 
completed the interview game­ 
ly, exuding something less than 
a Chanel aroma 
Continental feels that his hu­ 
man way of showing the con­ 
sumer to the businessman helps 
to make the consumer less of 
a puzzle. "You see yourself in 
the other person's shoes, strug­ 
gling with a minor packaging 
frustration that the busy world 
of business hasn’t noticed,” Mr. 
Barker said.

National chairman William 
Miller of New York said Sunday 
at the Governors’ Conference 
here he would like to see Bliss 
succeed him and that party 
presidential candidates appear­ 
ed favorable. 
Bliss said he had given the 
matter a lot of thought but re­ 
mained non-committal. He indi­ 
cated he might make up his 
mind before the GOP National 
Convention next month. 
Miller explained that he was 
leaving the tough chairman's 
job after the convention in San 
Francisco where the new chair­ 
man will be picked by the pres­ 
idential nominee and a newly 
organized national committee. 
“I think he (Bliss) would ac­ 
cept,” Miller said. 
Bliss indicated that he stopped 
out of consideration for the post 
four years ago because he felt 
there was some opposition. He 
added that there had been ap­ 
parent 
misunderstanding 
and 
that things have been cleared 
up since then. 
Bliss termed “ridiculous” pub­ 
lished accounts that he might 
take over at a closed meeting 
of 15 of the 16 Republican gov­ 
ernors at the conference with 
Miller and Sen. Thruston Morton 
of Kentucky, head of the Repub­ 
lican Senatorial Campaign Com­ 
mittee. 
“I have talked over the prob­ 
lems with the national chair­ 
man and out of this have grown 
the rumors.” Bliss asserted. 


Ho added that his recent res­ 
ignation as Summit County GOP 
chairman, a post held since

Steel Expects 
Steady Output 


CLEVELAND - Steel mills 
will maintain ingot production 
schedules at a high level during 
June, contrasting sharply with 
the situation a year ago, Steel 
magazine reported today. 
Production this year is sup­ 
ported by a high rate of con­ 
sumption in a wide range of in­ 
dustries, and consumer inven 
tories are being held on th e 
short side. Last year, a big drop 
in output started June I and 
continued through July, follow­ 
ing completion of a buildup in 
consumer reserve stocks of fin­ 
ished steel. 
Sustaining the high level of 
June production is demand for 
heavy products (plates, shapes, 
bars, railroad items). Any slow­ 
down in buying has been on 
automotive account and mainly 
involves the light flat rolled 
products, such as hot and cold 
rolled sheets. 
Further slimming of automo­ 
tive orders is likely this momth 
as the 1964 model year runs 
out.

Q UESTION:: Are minnow* alway* small? 


ANSWER: The word "minnow’’ is a confusing one. as 
our picture suggests. Bob, at left, is really correct, for the 
fish he has caught, a “creek chub,” is a member of the min­ 
now family, even if it does grow a foot long. Minnows, whose 
scientific family name is Cyprinidae, have more than 1,000 
species of fresh water fishes, the king of which is the carp, 
a European fish which has been imported to America, and 
which can grow up to three feet in length. But a number of 
the minnow-type fishes such as we show against the black 
background, are really small. These are extremely useful 
as bait in catching larger game fish, and because so many 
are used in this way, it has become a custom to call almost 
any little fresh water fish a "minnow’’ — which is the way 
Ed, at right looks at it. He would call the little killifish 
(lower right) a minnow, just because it is small, even if it 
is not a true minnow. 
Minnows, true or false, are important little fish, for they 
are a link in the chain which leads to the larger fish useful 
to man for food. The big fish eat a great many of these 
smaller, or “forage” fishes.
